CHARLEVOIX - Accused 
of brutally stabbing her 
mother to death, a Boyne 
City woman has been de- 
nied bond and will remain 
lodged in the Charlevoix 
County jail facing a charge 
of open murder. 

Rachael Marie Chris- 
man, 30, of Boyne City, was 
arraigned in Charlevoix’s 
90th District Court before 


Judge James Erhart on Oc- 
tober 27 on the open mur- 
der charge that came just 
two days after her mother 
was found stabbed to death 
in her home. 

Erhart entered a “not 
guilty” plea on Crisman’s 
behalf when she did not re- 
spond to the charge and ap- 
pointed attorney Kyle Legel 
to represent her in the case 
when it became clear she 
was unable to afford her 
own counsel. 


According to Boyne City 
Police and an affidavit filed 
in the case, police were 
called to Crisman’s house 
at 606 East Main Street a 
little after 5 p.m. Tuesday, 
October 25 when a neigh- 
bor reported hearing and 
seeing an argument next 
door and then moments 
later seeing a woman cov- 
ered in blood standing out- 
side.

in Iraq in 2005. He touts being a 
fifth generation Michigander 
who is focused primarily on in- 
vesting in and protecting what he 
said are the state’s greatest re- 
sources: “our people, our land 
and our Great Lakes”. 

Johnson has been campaign- 
ing vigorously for more than a 
year and spoken publicly many 
times in support of shutting 
down the controversial Line 5 
Enbridge pipeline so it can be in- 
dependently inspected to ensure 
it safely can transport fuel as it 
runs beneath the Straits of 
Mackinac. 

Johnson furthermore said he’s 
against privatizing social secu- 
rity and is dedicated to protect- 
ing citizens’ Second Amendment 
rights. 

If elected, Johnson said he will

Pacific Partnership, or TPP, calling it a “disastrous trade 
deal” that would result in a spike in unemployment due 
to jobs lost to overseas employers. 

Johnson’s opponent is Lt. General Jack Bergman, a 3- 
star general of the U.S. Marine Corps who retired after

East Jordan: 

a place to live, 
work, and 
recreate

EAST JORDAN - Mayor Russ 
Peck opened the city commis- 
sion meeting Tuesday evening 
with his annual State of the 
City address, which was fol- 
lowed by a bid award for play- 
ground equipment, anda 
discussion surrounding hous- 
ing commission requests. 

Mayor Peck described East 
Jordan as a great place to live, 
work, and recreate. In the past 
year, the city has presented a 
balanced budget for the 2016/17 
fiscal year, the Downtown De- 
velopment Authority (DDA) 
has paid off all debts, and a 
master plan has been com- 
pleted and adopted. The city 
has also had many technologi- 
cal improvements Peck said, 
with the downtown being en- 
hanced by Merit high-speed in- 
ternet free for the public to use, 
and water meters have been 
converted to allow for monthly 
billing beginning in February 
2017. 

Within the parks depart- 
ment, the city has put grant 
money to use with the pur- 
chase of movie equipment and 
a new outdoor ice skating rink, 
as well as had the basketball 
courts resurfaced. 

This summer saw grant 
funds for Safe Routes to School 
come to fruition, with new side- 
walks, crosswalks, and signage 
being completed, allowing for 
safer and more convenient 
ways for students to walk and 
bicycle to school. And in 2017, 
groundbreaking for the new 
wastewater treatment plant is 
planned to take place, Peck 
said. 

Following Peck’s address, the 
city awarded a bid on play- 
ground equipment at Watson 
Field. Commissioner Mark Pen- 
zien opposed the recommenda- 
tion to award Glen Thorman’s 
bid of $250 for equipment, in- 
cluding a climbing structure, 
slide, swings, and merry-go- 
round; however, the recommen- 
dation passed. Commissioners 
had discussion surrounding a 
desire to know what items are 
going out for bid ahead of time 
in the future. 

The East Jordan Housing 
Commission (EJHC) has been 
in discussions with the city, 
seeking some financial relief, 
as the EJHC is currently in its 
budget process for 2017.

40 years in the military. He also was a pilot 
for Northwest Airlines and has launched 
two successful start-up businesses in the 
medical supply industry. 

Bergman said he and his family have 
proudly called the U.P. home for genera- 
tions, as his ancestors were iron workers 
who settled there in the 1800s. 

He built a home in Watersmeet in Michi- 
gan’s Upper Peninsula where he currently 
lives with his wife, Cindy. 

Bergman is taking a pro-life stance in his 
campaign and also pledging to work to bal- 
ance the national budget and simplify and 
lower tax rates for all citizens. 

If elected, Bergman also promises to vig- 
orously protect the Second Amendment. 

“The right to bear arms is not just about 
hunting or target practice,” Bergman 
stated, “It’s about being a free nation.” 

Libertarian Diane Bostow and Green 
Party candidate Ellis Boal are also vying for 
the 1st Congressional seat. 

In the Michigan House of Representatives 
105th District race, incumbent Republican 
Triston Cole will square off against new- 
comer Democrat Wyatt Knight to represent 
those living in Antrim, Charlevoix, Mont- 
morency, Oscoda and Otsego counties. 

Cole has a farm in Antrim County where 
he lives with his wife, Stacey and their 
three daughters. 

He also works as a semi-truck driver and 
was a former agriculture teacher. 

Cole has been serving as state representa- 
tive since January 2015 and said he is seek- 
ing a second term in order to continue 
working towards his “top priority” of mak- 
ing northern Michigan a “magnet for jobs” 
with the understanding that government 
does not create jobs, “local, small busi- 
nesses do.” 

Cole said while in office, he wants to cre- 
ate an environment in the private sector 
that will stimulate jobs and energize overall 
activity in the regional economy. 

He is also a strong proponent of finding 
ways to prioritize funding of road repairs 
without raising taxes. 

At age 21, Cole’s challenger Democrat 
Wyatt Knight of Gaylord is a first time polit- 
ical contender. 

A graduate of Gaylord Public Schools, 
Knight has a bachelor’s degree in political 
science from Northern Michigan Univer- 
sity. 

His campaign was launched with a focus 
on education and fighting against cuts in 
school funding. Knight stated he is also a 
strong supporter of the blue collar/working 
class and union representation, citing that 
as “the voice of the working individual and 
their families.” 

He said he furthermore wants to work to 
protect the Great Lakes and favors stronger 
regulation and monitoring of Line 5 that 
runs beneath the Straits of Mackinac. 

Knight also favors legalization of recre- 
ational use of marijuana, stating on his 
website: 

“recreational marijuana legalization 
would be a great addition to Michigan’s 
economy.” 

And while Hillary Clinton could make 
history if elected as the nation’s first 
woman president, Charlevoix city councilor 
Shirley Gibson could do the same if she’s 
elected the city’s next mayor. 

If elected, Gibson, 69, will be the first fe- 
male mayor the city has ever seen. 

She is being challenged by fellow city 
councilor Luther Kurtz for the mayor’s 
seat, which is being vacated by Mayor Gabe 
Campbell, who declined to seek re-election 
this term. 

Gibson said she will bring along more 
than 20 years’ experience in public service,

including her time representing the city’s 
Third Ward on its council six years on the 
city planning commission. She also serves 
on the Charlevoix Airport Advisory Com- 
mittee, Main Street Design Committee and 
Conservation Easement Committee. 

Gibson has worn many hats over the 
years-as a former legal secretary and down- 
town business owner and also having 
worked 18 years as classified advertising 
manager at the Petoskey News-Review be- 
fore retiring in 2008. 

Gibson said she’s running because she 
believes her input and lengthy experience 
in civic service would contribute greatly to 
the growth and development of the 
Charlevoix community. 

She said she intends to advocate a “smart 
growth” theory of urban planning and 
transportation which focuses on developing 
urban areas using a comprehensive ap- 
proach of designing areas that are easily 
walkable or accessible by bicycle and in- 
clude a mix of income available housing op- 
tions and variety of businesses.

Gibson also wants to hire 
a professional economic 
development director to help 
guide the city in its progress. 

Kurtz, 39, has served as the city’s First 
Ward councilor and also would bring his ex- 
perience as being president of Top of Michi- 
gan Trails Council, chairman of the 
Charlevoix Trail Ambassador Committee, 
and serving on the Charlevoix Alano Club 
board of directors, Main Street Economic 
Restructuring Committee and as co-leader 
at both the Charlevoix to Harbor Springs 
Marathon Committee and Live from 
Charlevoix concert series. 

Kurtz has been living in Charlevoix since 
1981 and is a 1995 graduate of Charlevoix 
High School. He and his wife, Mary, own 
and operate the Charlevoix III movie the- 
ater and also own several skydiving busi- 
nesses and schools across the country, 
including one at the Charlevoix airport. 

Kurtz’s tagline during this election has 
been that he will bring a “fresh, positive” 
approach to Charlevoix city government.

New Changes to Medicare Drug Plans for 2017 


Medicare has just an- 
nounced the details for the 
Part D prescription drug 
plans available for 2017. 

Beneficiaries can switch 
their plans during the An- 
nual Enrollment Period that 
runs from October 15th 
through December 7th. 

Jim Verville, Regional Co- 
ordinator for the 10 county 
Medicare/Medicaid Assis- 
tance Program said "as is 
usually the case, there will be 
several changes in plan offer- 
ings, premium costs, and ben- 
efit details for Medicare Part 
D drug plans next year". 

Following are some of the 
significant highlights of 
those changes: 

- There is a marked reduc- 
tion in the number of plan of- 
ferings. There will be 23 
plans available for 

the new calendar year, or 5 
fewer than approved for 
Michigan Medicare benefici- 
aries in 2016. In addition, two 
of the plans for 2017 are cur- 
rently sanctioned by 
Medicare due to noncompli- 


ance issues, and may not be 
available at the start of next 
year. 

« The two plans under 
sanction are sponsored by 
Clgna-HealthSpring and in- 
clude their Rx Secure and Rx- 
Secure-Extra Part D plans. 
Current members are permit- 
ted to remain in these plans 
for 2017, however, neither are 
available for new enrollment 
until the sanction is lifted. 

- Several Part D plans have 
an annual deductible. 
Medicare has authorized an 
increase of $40 to a new ceil- 
ing of $400. Normally, the de- 
ductible must be met before 
the plan will provide any in- 
surance coverage for drugs. 

When the full cost of med- 
ications reach $3,700 in 2017, 
Medicare beneficiaries enter 
the donut hole, otherwise 
known as the gap. This re- 
sults in significantly higher 
co-pays for their drugs. The 
donut hole will increase by 
$390 next year. Those who 
enter the donut hole will pay 
40% of the total cost of their

brand name drugs and 51% of 
the full cost for the generic 
equivalents. 

Part D companies are re- 
quired to notify their sub- 
scribers of all of these details 
in their Annual Notice of 
Change mailing. Beneficiar- 
ies should have already re- 
ceived this information. 

While the list of plan offer- 
ings is quite extensive and 
confusing to navigate, there 
is a very helpful tool 

available that can be used 
to compare an existing drug 
plan with other plans avail- 
able for 2017. The 

tool is called the Medicare 
Plan Finder. To do your own 
comparisons, or get help in 
finding the best

While the primary election in Au- 
gust covered several proposals, there 
are a few proposals on the upcoming 
election ballot that need to be consid- 
ered.

BAY TOWNSHIP 
ROAD MILLAGE RENEW 
PROPOSAL 


This proposal reestablishes the 1.0 
mill road millage previously ap- 
proved by the electors, which expires 
after the December 2016 levy, for the 
purpose of providing funds for town- 
ship road improvements. 

Shall the limitation on the amount 
of ad valorem taxes which may be 
levied by Bay Township, Charlevoix 
County, Michigan, against taxable 
property in the Township be renewed 
to the originally voted 1 mill ($1.00 
per $1,000 of taxable value), and 
levied for two years, 2017 through 
2018 inclusive, for the purpose of pro- 
viding funds for construction and 
maintenance of roads within Bay 
Township, and shall the Township 
levy such millage for these purposes? 
If approved and levied in its entirety, 
this millage would raise an estimated 
$151,050 for the Township in 2017.

CROOKED TREE DISTRICT 
LIBRARY - PROPOSAL FOR 
LIBRARY MILLAGE 


This proposal will permit the Li- 
brary Board to levy up to .5 mills for 
the purpose of providing funds for li- 
brary services and operations. The 
electors previously approved .3 mills 
for these services. The .3 mills was 
then rolled back to .2989 mills by the 
Headlee Amendment. Specifically, 
this proposal renew s the current 
.2989 mills that was last levied, re- 
stores the .0011 mills previously 
rolled back by the Headlee Amend- 
ment, and seeks an additional .2 mills 
for library services and operations. 

Shall the Crooked Tree District Li- 
brary impose a tax on the taxable

This proposal will allow the school 
district to levy the statutory rate of 
not to exceed 18 mills on all property, 
except principal residence and other 
property exempted by law, required 
for the school district to receive its 
revenue per pupil foundation al- 
lowance. 

Shall the limitation on the amount 
of taxes which may be assessed 
against all property, except principal 
residence and other property ex- 
empted by law, in Public Schools of 
Petoskey, Emmet and Charlevoix

Shall the limitation on the amount 
of taxes which may be assessed 
against all property in Vanderbilt 
Area Schools, Otsego, Charlevoix and 
Cheboygan Counties, Michigan, be 
increased by and the board of educa- 
tion be authorized to levy not to ex- 
ceed .75 mill ($0.75 on each $1,000 of 
taxable valuation) for a period of 4 
years, 2017 to 2020, inclusive, to con-

The neighbor told police when 
she saw the woman, Rachael 
Crisman, walking towards her 
home, she went to ask if she was 
OK and Crisman replied that she 
was, however, someone else was 
not. 

The neighbor said in a written 
statement that Crisman then told 
her she had killed her mother. 

Once police arrived at the scene, 
they reported entering Crisman’s 
home and finding her mother, 53- 
year-old Regina Plevinski de- 
ceased, “apparently from stab 
wounds.” 

Crisman was arrested and taken 
to Charlevoix County jail where 
she remains without bond on the 
open murder charge.

Cook pleads guilty to 8 more felony counts

CHARLEVOIX - 
A Boyne City 
man is now fac- 
ing amaximum 
sentence of life 
in prison after 
pleading guilty to 
assault within- §& 
tent to murder 
and a slew of 
other felony 
charges related 
to the shooting and wounding of a 
Charlevoix County deputy last 
year. 

In what Charlevoix County Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Allen Telgenhof 
called “a very rare Sunday court 
session” held October 30, James 
Franklin Cook, 54, of Boyne City 
pleaded guilty to eight felony 
counts that came about through a 
series of events that occurred in 
the Boyne City area on May 16, 
2015. 

Telgenhof said Cook pled guilty 
to assault with intent to murder, 
five counts of assault with a dan- 
gerous weapon, assaulting an offi-

ROLLOVER ACCIDENT ON 
HORTON BAY RD 

Sheriff W.D. (Don) Schneider re- 
ports on Thursday, October 27, 
2016, at approximately 5:30pm the 
Charlevoix County Sheriff's Office, 
Resort Bear Creek Township Fire 
Department and Bear Creek Town- 
ship EMS responded along with 
Boyne City EMS to a one vehicle 
rollover personal injury accident. 

Arkadiusz Jacek Bregula, a 20 
year old North Central college stu- 
dent, residing in Boyne City, was 
northbound on Horton Bay Rd.

Combined with five other guilty 
pleas Cook made previously in this 
case, he now has 13 felony counts 
against him and faces a maximum 
sentence for the most serious 
charge-assault with intent to mur- 
der Charlevoix County Sheriff's 
Office Corp. Fred Hasty. 

According to court documents, 
police said on the date of the inci- 
dent they had been searching for 
Cook as part of a stolen vehicle in- 
vestigation and found him at a site 
in Boyne Valley Township on 
Addis Road. When officers ap- 
proached Cook, he refused to com- 
ply with their instructions and 
shot at Hasty. 

Hasty and other officers re- 
turned fire and Cook was shot mul- 
tiple times. 

Hasty was wounded by Cook’s 
gunfire and off work for several 
months. 

“Mr. Cook fired first and the offi- 
cers showed incredible restraint, 
firing only when fired upon and 
only in short bursts to stop Mr. 


Northern Michigan Hospital in 
Petoskey where he was treated for 
his injuries. This incident is still 
under investigation.

Over 110 people including mem- 
bers of the East Jordan High 
School Senior Class attended the 
Chamber’s annual State of the 
Community luncheon and presen- 
tations from local leaders. The 
event was held at the Harvest Barn 
Church on Tuesday, October 25 
from Noon to 1:30pm. 

President/CEO Mary H. Faculak 
of the East Jordan Area Chamber 
of Commerce introduced alumni 
and current participants of the 
Leadership Charlevoix County Pro- 
gram. The City of East Jordan was 
recognized for having a participant 
in every class since the program’s 
beginning in 2011. They include 
Tom Cannon, Cheltzi Wilson, Ben 
Newington, Troy Thomas and 
Heather Jackson. Trina VanderArk 
is currently in this year’s class. To 
date, LCC has graduated 73 partici- 
pants and this year’s class is the 
largest to date with 21 participants. 
The East Jordan and Charlevoix 
Chambers of Commerce Presidents 
— Alison Hubbard and Mary Facu- 
lak are serving as program coordi- 
nators and Shannon Fender as 
administrative support. 

The Green Light East Jordan 
Program was highlighted. The 
Breezeway Task Force is still meet- 
ing and producing events. The 
newly paved East Jordan to 
Ellsworth Road (C-48) and Deer 
Lake Roads will be well traveled 
and appreciated. 

Carol Timmer, Grandvue Med- 
ical Care Facility Administrator, 
noted that Grandvue is celebrating 
125 years of caring and earned a 5- 
Star Quality rating from Centers 
for Medicare/Medicaid Services. 
The facility also won Excellence in 
Action Awards for the past five 
years as aresult of Resident and 
family satisfaction surveys. In 2016 
Grandvue was cited as a Best Nurs- 
ing Home by US News and World 
Reports. 

Matt Stevenson, Superintendent 
for East Jordan Public Schools, 
highlighted the past year at East 
Jordan Public Schools. Among 
those accomplishments are leading 
the ISD in post-secondary credit op- 
portunities, the ongoing success of 
the school Quiz Bowl, Robotics, 
Devil Rays swim teams, and the 
amazing student talent displayed at 
the spring Art Show. He also noted 
that the East Jordan 2016 graduat-

ing class earned approximately 
$210,000 in scholarships and grants, 
of which over $92,000 came from 
local sources. 

2016 also brought the completion 
of the Safe Routes to School project 
and the addition of a new welding 
program. Stevenson emphasized 
the need for passing new bonds to 
help solidify East Jordan Public 
Schools financially and in the area 
of infrastructure. 

Tom Cannon, East Jordan City 
Administrator, summed up the 
State of the City as “progressive, 
motivated and engaged.” He noted 
the city received a $3.5 million 
USDA grant toward the construc- 
tion of anew wastewater plant, and 
that the city is beginning the certifi- 
cation process to becoming a Michi- 
gan Redevelopment Ready 
Community. The Parks and Recre- 
ation/Tourism had record reserva- 
tion numbers at Tourist Park and it

was also a near record year for the 
municipal harbor in 2016. MDOT 
invested over $750,000 in the Safe 
Routes to School and MDOT high- 
way construction projects in this 
last year. 

State Representative Tristin Cole 
gave a brief legislative update fol- 
lowing the program and met with 
attendees. 

The Chamber is presently re- 
cruiting new business and individ- 
ual members. Faculak thanked 
existing members for their support 
and reminded those not-yet-mem- 
bers the up-coming months are 
prime recruitment time. The Cham- 
ber continues its Associate Mem- 
bership in the Northern Michigan 
Chamber Alliance.
